U.S. funds occupation

May 22 — Israeli’s generals call it 
“mowing the grass.” Joe Biden calls 
it “self-defense.” For 11 terrible days 
and nights, Israel’s made-in-the- 
USA air force rained the latest weap- 
ons of mass destruction on 2 million 
Palestinians imprisoned in the Gaza 
Strip. The targets were apartment 
blocks and refugee camps and ev- 
erything people need to live. They 
were hit with high explosives, white 
phosphorous, dense inert metal ex- 
plosives, vacuum bombs and types 
of bombs never used before. 

U.S.-Israeli bombs and missiles 
“wrecked sewage systems and wa- 
ter pipes, damaged at least 17 hospi- 
tals and clinics, severely damaged or 
destroyed about 1,000 buildings and 
suspended operations at Gaza’s only 
coronavirus testing laboratory,” the 
New York Times reported May 21. 

Israel destroyed 66 schools, Ga- 
za’s largest bookstore, a factory 
making water tanks, and 20 media 
offices. Roads leading to hospitals 
were bombed deliberately. At least 
120,000 people lost their homes. 


Entire families massacred 


Seventy-five children are among 
at least 243 people murdered by Is- 
rael’s U.S.-made F-16s and F-35s. 
The youngest, Omar Hamdi, was 5 
months old. He died with his moth- 
er and three siblings. Only his father 
survived. 

The eldest may have been Amin 
Muhammad al-Qoalaq. At age 90 he 
was Older than the Israeli state. He 
died with three generations of his 
family when their home was oblit- 
erated by U.S.-Israeli bombs. 

Dozens of families were wiped out 
as Israel’s U.S.-trained and -paid pi- 
lots targeted homes in the middle of 
the night. Doctors Ayman and Raja 
‘Ouf died with 12 members of their 
family when four Israeli missiles 
targeted their house. Dr. Mooein al- 
Aloul, 66, and journalist Yusuf Abu 
Hassan were also murdered when 
missiles hit their homes. 


Israeli troops gun down 
unarmed protesters 


Meanwhile Israeli troops, police 
and armed settlers on the West Bank 
— occupied in 1967 — and the rest 
of Palestine — occupied in 1948 — 
murdered unarmed Palestinians. 

When he was 15, Obeida Jawabra 
was interviewed in an award-win-

ning short film about imprisoned 
Palestinian children. He had been 
detained three times. On May 17, he 
was shot to death by Israeli soldiers 
while protesting near the Aroub ref- 
ugee camp, where he lived. 

Muhammad Qiyan, 17, was one of 
two people from the city of Umm 
el Fahm, occupied in 1948, shot to 
death by undercover cops sitting in 
their cars. U.S. and Israeli police have 
joint training programs. 


Palestine’s blood on U.S. hands 


The slaughter had the full support 
of the Biden administration and the 
U.S. political, military and corporate 
establishment. Biden spoke to Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netanya- 
hu almost daily, allegedly urging 
“deescalation.” But the U.S. repeat- 
edly blocked efforts by the U.N. Se- 
curity Council to meet and call for a 
ceasefire. 

In public, Biden and other U.S. of- 
ficials justified the massacre with 
the lie that “Israel has a right to de- 
fend itself.” In truth, under interna- 
tional law, Palestinians and all oc- 
cupied people have a right to resist 
occupation. Occupiers have no right 
to “self defense.” 


Hamas was elected! 


While the U.S. supplies an end- 
less flow of arms to the terrorists in 
Tel Aviv, Biden, like Republican and 
Democratic presidents before him, 
calls Hamas a “terrorist organiza- 
tion.” Hamas, the Islamic Resistance 
Movement, is in fact a political party 
that was chosen democratically by 
Palestinians in Gaza. 

Ever since it was first elected, in 
2006, Israel has imposed a bru- 
tal blockade on the people of Gaza, 
punishing them for exercising their 
democratic rights. 

Hamas is working together with 
Islamic Jihad, the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP) 
and other resistance organizations 
to defend the people of Gaza against 
siege and genocide. 


When blood flows, money flows 


On May 17, at the height of the mas- 
Sacre, Biden approved a $739-mil- 
lion gift of new missile guidance 
systems to the racist Israeli state. 
Israeli occupation forces also have 
free access to weapons the Pentagon 
stockpiles in occupied Palestine.

Palestine has a right to exist 
and defend itself 


Washington and the occupation 
regime in Tel Aviv share a common 
goal: to crush the Palestinian Re- 
sistance. They want to terrorize the 
Palestinian people into giving up 
their own right to exist, to accept a 
Western colonial settler state occu- 
pying their land. 

But 73 years of murder and terror 
have not achieved that goal. They did 
not succeed this time either. 

Indeed, the Palestinian people’s 
resistance, from Gaza’s homemade 
rockets and mortars to mass pro- 
tests and a general strike across all 
of Palestine, forced Israel’s cabinet 
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Were new attacks on China created in a Trump lab?

May 29 — This week the level of 
attacks on China regarding its suc- 
cess against COVID-19 has been el- 
evated to a fever pitch. The Biden 
administration has all the major U.S. 
media in tow. 

A pack of Cold War-style lies tar- 
geting a laboratory in Wuhan, China, 
has been picked up and made “cred- 
ible” by the Wall Street Journal, the 
New York Times, National Public 
Radio and others. Headlines across 
the internet refer to a previously 
discredited theory conjured up by 
the Trump administration as having 
“gone mainstream.” 

When viewed in the context of the 
growing U.S. military presence near 
China’s territorial waters, the ratch- 
eting up of propaganda is ominous. 

Until recently, the anti-China 
Slanders about the Wuhan lab and 
other lies and attacks have been kept 
alive by an exclusively right-wing 
cast of characters led by Trump’s 
Secretary of State Mike Pompeo and 
including the likes of Senator Tom 
Cotton of Arkansas — who had also 
called for sending in troops to put 
down and “quarter” [kill] Black Lives 
Matter protesters — and others. 

China, with four times the popu- 
lation of the U.S., held its death toll 
from the coronavirus to less than 
5,000 through a “people’s war” 
against the virus that showcased 
the superiority of socialist plan- 
ning over the anarchy of capitalism. 
Trump and his team used attacks on 
China to try to distract from the fact 
that his administration allowed the 
pandemic to take hundreds of thou-

People around the world celebrate 
May Day as the international work- 
ers' holiday. This past May ist was 
also the 50th anniversary of Am- 
trak, the U.S. government's passen- 
ger train system. 

Until the coronavirus pandemic, 
Amtrak's 20,000 employees carried 
almost 32 million passengers annu- 
ally. The railroad's Northeast Corri- 
dor between Boston and Washing- 
ton, D.C., and a few other lines offer 
frequent service. 

But for most people in the Unit- 
ed States passenger trains are just a 
memory. 

That's a shame and a special bur- 
den for elderly and disabled people. 
Although airline and other trans- 
portation workers try to be as help- 
ful as possible, passenger trains 
have more room than either planes 
or buses. They're wheelchair acces- 
sible. 

Of all the big capitalist countries, 
only Canada has a similar lack of 
passenger trains. The European and 
Japanese rail systems are renowned 
for frequent and fast trains. India's 
railroads carry 12 million passen- 
gers daily. 

Then there's the socialist People's 
Republic of China, which has more 
miles of high-speed train lines than 
the rest of the world combined. 

President Richard Nixon signed 


sands of lives in the U.S. 

The conspiratorial “lab leak” the- 
ory that became a central part of 
Trump’s narrative has now been re- 
vived with the support of Joe Biden’s 
White House. The theory goes that 
the origin of the virus that causes 
COVID-19 was not natural but creat- 
ed by researchers in the Wuhan In- 
stitute for Virology (WIV) laboratory 
and then leaked in an accident. In 
some versions it was unleashed in a 
purposeful germ warfare attack. 


No one in Wuhan lab had COVID 


All of the recent hype is anchored 
on a “fact sheet” penned by Trump’s 
vile neo-Cold Warrior, former Sec- 
retary of State Pompeo. Pompeo 
referenced U.S. intelligence “in- 
formation” that claimed WIV staff 
were sickened and hospitalized in 
November 2019, a month before the 
earliest known case of COVID-19. 

The story isn’t substantiated in 
any way. All of the staff at the Wuhan 
Institute were tested and there was 
no presence of COVID antibodies in 
anyone. This simple fact shows the 
lab leak hypothesis to be a sham. 

There have been two delegations 
sent to Wuhan by the World Health 
Organization (WHO) to research the 
origin of the virus. The first was ear- 
ly in the pandemic and the second 
was in March of this year. Both con- 
cluded that the virus likely jumped 
from bats to an intermediary animal 
and then to humans, and that the lab 
leak theory was “highly unlikely.” 

During the Trump administration, 
major media had to some extent been 
dismissive of the slanderous attacks 
and had treated its propagators as

the bill that established the Nation- 
al Passenger Railroad Corporation 
on May 1, 1971. Nixon's father was a 
motorman on the old Pacific Electric 
transit system in Southern Califor- 
nia. But the Watergate war criminal 
who was murdering Black Panther 
Party leaders like Fred Hampton 
wasn't known to be a train buff. 

Amtrak was set up to bail out the 
Penn Central railroad system. Its 
20,000 miles of track dominated 
rail service in the Northeastern and 
Midwestern states. Auto, steel and 
other industries depended on it. 

The Pennsylvania and New York 
Central railroads combined to form 
Penn Central on Feb. 1, 1968. It was 
the biggest corporate merger up to 
that time. Penn Central was the sixth 
biggest U.S. corporation and largest 
transportation company. 

And when Penn Central declared 
insolvency on June 21, 1970, it was the 
largest bankruptcy in history un- 


peddlers of a precarious conspiracy 
theory. But the tone began to change 
as Biden’s new Secretary of State 
Antony Blinken signaled that the 
diplomatic assaults on China would 
continue unchanged from the previ- 
ous Trump administration. 

This week the floodgates opened, 
and it was an all-out media assault 
on China. On May 27, Biden ordered 
further “investigation” into the or- 
igin of the virus — not by scientists 
but by the same spy agencies that 
fabricated the infamous “weapons 
of mass destruction” story used to 
justify the horrible U.S. war against 
Iraq in the George W. Bush era. 


Wuhan lab leading virus research 
globally 


The WIV lab has been a global 
leader in research on coronavirus- 
es. Since the first SARS coronavirus 
outbreak in 2003, it has collected 
hundreds of viral samples from bats 
to further the study of how virus- 
es mutate and what mutations may 
create a higher possibility of trans- 
fer to humans. The hope is that the 
research could help in the develop- 
ment of vaccines and allow scien- 
tists to gain an edge in fighting fu- 
ture pandemics. 

The lead scientist at the WIV is 
Zhengli Shi, famously known as the 
Bat Woman for her devotion to this 
field of study. 

The New York Times’ contribution 
to the slander includes an excep- 
tionally long article written by its 
disgraced former science reporter 
Nicholas Wade. Wade was the subject 
of an anti-racist outcry over his 2014 
book that drew on the white-su- 


premacist Bell Curve theory. That 
hasn’t stopped the Times from trot- 
ting him out from time to time, and 
they tapped him to help push the 
current attacks on China. 

Wade accuses National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) Director Anthony Fauci 
of helping China in a supposed cover- 
up of a lab leak. He hangs his hat on 
the fact that the intermediate animal 
that is crucial to the natural origin 
hypothesis hasn’t been found, citing 
the quick success in doing so only in 
the SARS and MERS outbreaks, even 
though it took much longer to trace 
that pathway and identify the inter- 
mediary animal in many other viral 
outbreaks. In his claim that WIV re- 
searchers created the virus, he at- 
tributes scientific abilities to the re- 
searchers that just don’t exist. 

The journal Science published a 
letter by a group of 18 scientists also 
trying to give credibility to the lab 
leak theory. All of the scientists are 
from imperialist countries or oth- 
er countries that have already been 
taking part in the U.S.-led hostility 
toward China. 

The Chinese Embassy in Washing- 
ton posted a response to Biden’s call 
for investigation that said: “Some 
political forces have been fixated 
on political manipulation and the 
blame game.” 

Chinese Foreign Ministry spokes- 
person Zhao Lijian has demanded an 
investigation into the work conduct- 
ed at the US. biolab in Ft. Detrick, 
Md., which is surrounded by secrecy. 
Zhao said that Biden’s order showed 
that the U.S. “does not care about 
facts and truth, nor is it interested in 
serious scientific origin tracing."

til the crooked Enron utility empire 
went under in 2001. Penn Central's 


_ bankruptcy threatened to tank Gold- 
| man Sachs and many other banks. 


Amtrak was started to save Penn 
Central from losing millions by op- 


| erating 35 percent of the country's 
f passenger trains. This included com- 


muter train operations serving Bos- 
ton, New York City and Philadelphia. 

The only way Congress could be 
persuaded to set up Amtrak was if 
there were some trains to serve the 
rest of the country, too. Passenger 
train service had already shrunk 
enormously since the mid-1950s. 

Revenues from carrying the mail 
subsidized many trains. President 
Lyndon Johnson's action in sending 
first class mail via the airlines was 
fatal. The Santa Fe — now part of the 
BNSF railway — immediately filed to 
abandon its trains linking California 
and Texas with Chicago. 


Cutbacks are a train wreck 


Starting Amtrak resulted in cut- 
ting half of the remaining passenger 
trains. Thousands of railroad work- 
ers lost their jobs. 

Amtrak has only one train be- 
tween New York City and Chicago. 
Back in 1953, the New York Central 
ran seven daily trains between the 
two cities while the Pennsylvania 
had six. More trains to the Windy 
City left from the Erie, Jersey Central 
and Lackawanna terminals across 


the Hudson River. 

It wasn't just jet planes and the in- 
terstate highway system that killed 
passenger trains. The ruling class 
didn't need them anymore. 

Workers couldn't afford the fare 
on famous all-Pullman sleeping 
car trains like the New York Cen- 
tral's "20th Century Limited" or the 
Pennsylvania's ''Broadway Limited." 
It was the prosperous few who rode 
these palaces on wheels with deli- 
cious meals prepared in the dining 
cars by Black chefs. 

Capitalists dumped these trains. 
What did they need Pullmans for 
when they could jet around the 
world and stay in hotel suites? The 
super-rich also went from owning 
private railroad cars to having their 
own jets. 

Ending passenger service went 
hand-in-hand with cutting railroad 
employment from 1.4 million work- 
ers in 1947 to around 200,000 today. 
At least 50,000 miles of track have 
been abandoned. 

For decades the Association of 
American Railroads attacked safety 
rules, claiming workers were being 
coddled. The AAR bosses called these 
absolutely necessary regulations 
"feather bedding." 

Crew sizes were cut in both the 
U.S. and Canada. An inevitable result 
was 47 people killed in the 2013 train

Athens I began to write a 

review of this remarkable 
anthology as a literary and historical 
assessment, it is much more than 
that to me. It is personal. 

Clarence Thomas — the “real” 
Clarence Thomas, labor leader and 
author — tells an amusing story 
of his conflicted reaction when he 
heard some Detroiter appropriated 
the Million Worker March (MWM) 
T-shirt design and made T-shirts! 

That was me. Just weeks away 
from the Million Worker March on 
Oct. 17, 2004, the Detroit Labor Day 
Parade and Labor Fest gathered 
hundreds of workers — our audi- 
ence — in one place. But the official 
T-shirts couldn’t get here in time to 
deck out the distribution team. In 
the spirit of MWM, we forged ahead. 
No T-shirts, no problem — we made 
a few to wear for the day. 

What drew me so intensely to the 
MW\M? Only when I was present at 
the Lincoln Memorial on that day did 
I understand. It was the only time 
since my first national march in 
Washington, D.C. — against the Viet- 
nam War in 1967 — that the hard- 
hat, overalls and work boots I wore 
meant something more than a way to 
earn a paycheck, to pay the bills so I 
could do political organizing. 

Being a worker counted; our inde- 
pendent voice, unfiltered through 
capitalist party politicians, counted in 
the Million Worker March Movement. 

Looking back now, through these 
pages, pictures and documents, the 
MWM was our movement’s equiva- 
lent of a Midwestern spring crocus 
pushing through the snow of the 
remnants of the Cold War, McCarthy 
red-scare and post-9/11 Patriot Act. 


A harbinger of upsurge 


I think we can say MWWM’s inde- 
pendent voice was a harbinger of the 
upsurge reflected in the electoral 
arena through the wide, unexpect- 
ed enthusiasm for Bernie Sanders’ 
unapologetically socialist campaign 
in 2016. When the facade of U.S. 
democracy overrode the desire for 
progressive change, the imperialist 
business-as-usual Democratic Party 
pro-war porperare candidates were

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For me, the example of ILWU 
founder and leader Harry Bridges 
uniting with the San Francisco 
Black community to take control of 
the waterfront jobs echoes Octo- 
ber 10, 1868, in Cuba, when Carlos 
Manuel de Céspedes freed enslaved 
Black workers, asking them to join 


in the fight for Cuban independence. 


More than a winning strategy, it is 
fundamental. 

This was the key to winning the 
1934 San Francisco General Strike, 
forging the ILWU with Black work- 
ers at its militant core, and Local 
10 where the Million Worker March 
was born.

Resistance defeated occupation 


While Israel’s precision-guided 
missiles targeted Palestinian fam- 
ilies, Gaza’s improvised weapons 
paralyzed the occupation regime’s 
economy. “Tel Aviv, Israel’s Bustling 
Financial Hub, is Shaken as Rockets 
Rain Down,” the New York Times re- 
ported on May 16. 

Palestinian rockets set Israel’s Ei- 
lat to Ashkelon Pipeline ablaze. The 
pipeline is key to a U.S.-Israeli plan 
to transport Arabian oil to the Med- 
iterranean Sea across occupied Pal- 
estinian land. 

Rocket fire closed Israel’s main 
airport and made commercial air- 
lines cancel flights to occupied Pal- 
estine. “Violence Raises Questions 
Over Israel’s Tourism Plans,” U.S. 
News & World Report wrote May 21. 
It will also take a toll on Tel Aviv’s 
real estate boom. 

U.S. military personnel stationed in 
Palestine were evacuated to Cyprus. 

The U.S. pays for all of Israel’s 
bombs and weapons. Yet the Israe- 
li newspaper Yedioth Ahronoth said 
the fighting cost the Zionist state’s 
economy $37 million a day. 


Palestinian workers 
shut racist state down 


Perhaps most powerful of all, Pal- 
estinian workers, including those 
inside the 1948 borders, launched a 
massive general strike May 18. 

“The Israel Builders Association 
said Palestinian workers had ob- 
served the strike, with only 150 of 
the 65,000 Palestinian construction 
workers coming to work in Israel,” 
Israeli newspaper Haaretz report- 
ed. “This paralyzed building sites, 
causing losses estimated at 130 mil- 
lion shekels (nearly $40 million). 

“But even before the strike, since 
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the beginning of the operation in 
Gaza, only 6,000 to 8,000 Pales- 
tinians were coming to work every 
day. According to Yehuda Katav, vice 
president of the builder’s associa- 
tion, construction has slowed to a 
snail’s pace. ‘We cannot build with- 
out them,’ he said.” 

The Israeli state is also increas- 
ingly isolated, as pro-Palestine pro- 
tests swept the world. In Italy and 
South Africa, dockworkers refused 
to unload Israeli cargo. 


Gaza’s Palestinians have 
a right to go home 


Who are the people of Gaza that 
they are so hated by the Israeli oc- 
cupation regime and its financiers 
in Washington? The majority are 
the children and grandchildren of 
Palestinians who once lived a few 
miles to the north, in cities and vil- 
lages that are now called “Israeli.” 
They were forced from their homes 
at gunpoint in 1948 to make room for 
settlers from Europe. 

When Gaza was under direct Is- 
raeli occupation, from 1967 to 2005, 
their labor built the luxury hotels 
and condos that line the Mediterra- 
nean coast, many of which are now 
second homes for settlers from the 
United States. 

Like all Palestinians, the people of 
Gaza want the right to live in peace 
and freedom on their own land.

Wall Street profits off Palestine’s blood 


The paid corporate agents in 
Washington fund the war against 
Palestine for the same reason they 
bombed and invaded Iraq, Libya and 
Syria and support Saudi mass mur- 
der in Yemen: profit. 

The Pentagon brass routinely re- 
fer to the settler state in Palestine as 
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their “unsinkable aircraft carrier,” 
a phrase repeated by Israeli Prime 
Minister Netanyahu and other Zi- 
onist leaders.

A few thousand demonstrators 
chanting “Free Palestine!” gathered 
across the street from Ford Motors 
World Headquarters in Dearborn, 
Mich., at 1 p.m. today, timed to coin- 
cide with Biden’s speech at the his- 
toric Ford Rouge F-150 factory. The 
day’s unity of Iraqis, Syrians, Leb- 
anese, Palestinians, Kashmiris, Ye- 
menis and many other nationalities 
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was recognized from the stage, 
as well as a chant that “Black 
lives matter.” 

But this was only one action. 
Just blocks from Ford’s “green” 
plant venue for Biden’s speech, 
a 10 a.m. news conference was 
held in the neighborhood 
mosque. Later, demonstrators 
rallied and marched 
working-class Arab community 
bordering Detroit. 

Banners were dropped over the 
I-94 freeway. They read: “Sanc- | 
tion Israel Now” and “Biden: End 
US.

Repentance is not freedom

In February, Spain’s Supreme 
Court sentenced leftist Catalan mu- 
sician Pablo Hasél to 2 years and 9 
months in prison for his outspoken 
activism against the monarchy, fas- 
cist movements and police terror. 
Later, the court added 16 months to 
his sentence for non-payment of a 
fine.

As soon as they imposed the addi- 
tional 16-month sentence for telling 
proven facts about the monarchy and 


police brutality, the prison psychol- 
ogist came to offer me a treatment 
program to be able to access the third 
degree permits that they give to the 
majority of prisoners (once a quar- 
ter of the sentence has been served). 
These permits consist of leaving 
prison for a few hours, then a few 
days, and thus progressively short- 
ening the sentence. But they are not 
in exchange for nothing, especial- 
ly in the case of political prisoners 
for whom "reintegration" means 
jumping through hoops by denying 
the just and necessary struggle for 


which we were kidnapped. 

The psychologist, extorting me 
with a long stay in prison if I did 
not accept, intended to strip me of 
my principles by making me ac- 
cept this insulting program based 
on "reviewing my expressions and 
emotions" to "empathize with the 
victims" of armed self-defense — a 
dishonest regret that from the first 
day I made very clear that I will nev- 
er assume. 

Therefore, I replied that I was be- 
ing disrespected and that if I am in- 
carcerated, it is precisely because 





Africa. President Makwayiba em- 
phasized the importance of global 
labor unions standing in unflinch- 
ing solidarity with Palestine against 
Israeli apartheid and genocide.

On May 23, Roman Protasevich 
was detained by authorities in the 
eastern European country Belarus 
after the plane he was riding made 
an emergency landing in Minsk. 
Protasevich’s detention set off howls 
of protest from governments and 
corporate media in the U.S. and Eu- 
ropean Union, as well as threats of 
sanctions and a ban on air travel to 
or from Belarus. 

The arrest of Protasevich, who was 
earlier declared a terrorist threat by 
the Belarus government, is being 
presented as “Exhibit A” of President 
Alexander Lukashenko’s abuse of hu- 
man rights, and in favor of regime 
change by the pro-Western opposition 
headed by Svetlana Tikhanovskaya. 

The EU has announced a $3-billion 
“bailout” plan for Belarus if the op- 
position successfully topples Lu- 
kashenko’s government. 

A few key facts are missing from 
the Western powers’ narrative. 


Who gets to divert flights? 


First, the diversion of flights and 
detention of air passengers is hardly 
unprecedented. 

Recall, for example, that a plane 
from Moscow carrying Bolivian Pres- 
ident Evo Morales over EU airspace 
in 2013 was refused the right to re- 
fuel, threatening the life of Morales 
and other passengers, and was then 
grounded on U.S. orders in Vienna, 
where the plane was searched by Aus- 
trian authorities. Morales — ahead of 
state — was detained for 14 hours. 

Supposedly Washington thought 
that “wanted” NSA whistleblower 
Edward Snowden might be aboard 
the plane. But the real reason was 
to threaten Morales and other an- 
ti-imperialist leaders by showing 
them that the U.S. could murder or 
capture them at its whim. 

In 2016, a Belarusian flight over 
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Belarus anti-fascists protest at the Latvian Embassy in Minsk, May 24. 


Ukraine was forced to turn back be- 
cause Kiev’s right-wing government 
suspected anti-fascist supporters 
of Donetsk and Lugansk might be 
aboard. One person was detained be- 
fore the plane was allowed to leave. 
What is different in the Protasev- 
ich case — and objectionable to the 
imperialists — is that it was not done 
by them or a regime loyal to them. 


Coup attempt thwarted 


Second, just six weeks ago, in mid- 
April, a violent coup attempt against 
the government of Belarus was 
thwarted by Russian and Belarus in- 
telligence services. 

Two people were arrested in Mos- 
cow after opposition figures were 
captured on video plotting to murder 
President Lukashenko and his sons, 
and kill or detain 30 top officials. 
One of those arrested was a US. cit- 
izen. The coup attempt received vir- 
tually no coverage in the U.S. media. 

The plot came after the failure of 
protests dominated by far-right and 
pro-Western forces last year to unseat 
Lukashenko’s government. 

The Western powers’ objections 
to Lukashenko’s government have

to go to them and speak about the 
empathy they lack. That's too much 
for them. They imprison you for sol- 
idarity and above all they want you 
to pretend to empathize with those 
who oppress you! Wanting to con- 
trol even our emotions is outright 
fascism. How delusional if they be- 
lieve that I can stop feeling hatred 
against the oppressors who beat us 
in so many ways! It would be to stop 
feeling love for the oppressed. 

The twisted blackmail focused on 
"you have to worry about yourself 
and take care of yourself,” meaning 
that this is only possible if I agree 
to spend less time in prison in ex- 
change for crawling. As if I could care 
for myself and take care of myself 
without being true to my conscience, 
which is the most valuable thing I 
possess! They don’t understand that 
we revolutionaries are not driven by 
individualistic interests. We would 
feel much worse out on the street, 
having given them the repentance 
that their repression seeks, than in 
prison with our heads held high for 
continuing to defend our principles. 
This false concern for me is also of- 
fensive when they do not care about 
the dire conditions we suffer in pris- 
on or the unjust conviction. The only 


thing they care about is taming you. 
There are those who do not under- 
stand this consistent attitude in the 
face of repression, influenced by the 
opportunistic positions of domesti- 
cated organizations that do not pose 
any danger to the regime. They en- 
courage people with the idea that to 
get out of jail, anything goes. How- 
ever, this strengthens the forces of 
repression, because not only do they 
get their enemies to delegitimize the 
struggle, but by recognizing that they 
have done wrong, it legitimizes them 
to repress others. To do that in the 
name of the struggle is intolerable. 
Logically, I am the first one who 
wants to see myself out of jail, but 
not in any way or at any cost. Politi- 
cal prisoners must leave as we enter: 
revolutionary and unrepentant. If we 
are freed early, it is due to the pres- 
sure of solidarity and not by submit- 
ting. So if the struggle doesn't pre- 
vent it, I will have to serve the entire 
sentence, but I will not renounce my 
integrity. Leaving earlier by agreeing 
with them would be a victory for the 
state, a false freedom. We don’t fight 
for that, but quite the opposite. That 
is what the demand for total amnes- 
ty includes: freedom of all political 
prisoners without any surrender.

nothing to do with “human rights,” 
but rather that this former Soviet re- 
public has retained some of the so- 
cial gains of the socialist period. Be- 
larus has not privatized fast enough 
and has maintained too much inde- 
pendence for their liking. 


Who is Roman Protasevich? 


Third, and perhaps most damn- 
ingly, there is Roman Protasevich 
himself. 

Held up as an “independent jour- 
nalist” by the West, he is in fact 
a known fascist who participat- 
ed in the 2014 coup in neighboring 
Ukraine and aligned himself with 
neo-Nazis there waging war on the 
independent republics of Donetsk 
and Lugansk. He also has strong ties 
to the U.S. government. 

Here’s how Ukrainian anti-fascist 
activist and journalist Dmitri Kova- 
levich describes this character: 

“In 2014 Roman Protasevich was 
one of the active participants of Eu- 
romaidan in Kiev. He participated in 
toppling Lenin’s monument in Kiev 
along with the Ukrainian far-right 
and posed with the toppled statue. 

“In 2015 [Protasevich] volunteered 
with Azov — a neo-Nazi Ukrainian 
regiment. He was trained there and 
fought against the Donbass repub- 
lics. [He] was promoted to deputy 
commander of an Azov detachment. 
Then helped Azov to receive spon- 
sorship from the U.S. and Poland. 

“Now the team of imprisoned 
Russian liberal Alexei Navalny also 
supports Protasevich, claiming 
that there was nothing wrong in his

wreck in Lac-Mégantic, Quebec. A 
lone engineer was the only crew 
member on a long train of oil tank 
cars.

President Joe Biden has now pro- 
posed to invest billions in new pas- 
senger trains.

It's also an attempt to catch up 
with socialist China. We need what 
China has: train service for all.

Belarus detains neo-Nazi and imperialists how! 


fighting in the ranks of Azov be- 
cause he ‘helped to restore Ukraine’s 
control over its territory.’ 

“Tn other words, we see in this case 
a ‘lovely’ company: Western powers, 
Belarus and Russian liberal opposi- 
tion, and Ukraine’s armed white su- 
premacists.” 

Protasevich’s affiliation with 
the ultra-right and servility to the 
Western imperialists is well-doc- 
umented, including much photo- 
graphic evidence of his open flaunt- 
ing of neo-Nazi ties. 


A U.S.-EU provocation? 

The Western media and govern- 
ments claim that the Ryanair flight 
from Athens to Vilnius was forced to 
land completely on the initiative of 
the Belarus government. However, 
there are reasons to question this 
story. 

According to Belarus, the deci- 
sion to land in Minsk came from the 
flight crew because of a bomb threat. 
A Belarus fighter plane was then 
dispatched to guide the plane into 
the airport. 

No bomb was found aboard the 
plane. But authorities discovered 
there was in fact a wanted terrorist 
suspect aboard — Protasevich — 
and he was detained. 

Belarusian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Vladimir Makei described 
the subsequent outcry from Western 
capitals as a deliberate provocation. 

The flight’s city of destination is 
enough to create suspicions about 
the U.S.-EU narrative. Vilnius is the 
capital of Lithuania, a NATO member 
ruled by a fascist-sympathizing gov- 
ernment dominated by Washington, 
as is neighboring Baltic state Latvia. 

As if on cue, after Protasevich 
was detained in Minsk, the mayor 
of Riga, Latvia’s capital, ordered a 
display of flags at an international 
sports event in the city to replace 
the official red-and-green Belarus 
flag with the white-and-red “BCBH 
flag” — the flag of fascist collabo- 
rators during the Nazi occupation 
of Belarus during World War II. This 
was the flag waved at last year’s an- 
ti-government protests. 

Outraged Belarus residents quick- 
ly organized a rally at the Latvian 
Embassy in Minsk on May 24. Minsk 
Pravda correspondent Nadezhda Sa- 
blina reported: 

“Belarusians ardently expressed 
their indignation and demanded the 
embassy staff answer, but they did 
not come out. 

“Among the picket participants 
were members of the Patriots of Be- 
larus, Belaya Rusi, the Belarusian 
Republican Youth Union, the Com- 
munist Party of Belarus, the Liberal 
Democratic Party, ordinary citizens 
of our republic, and partisan veterans. 

“Participants of the event sang 
‘Katyusha’ [an anti-fascist Soviet 
song] and the anthem of Belarus, and 
chanted ‘Fascism will not pass!’ and 
‘Shame!’ 

“Right there, near the Latvian 
Embassy, the audience voted to bring 
the mayor of Latvia to justice.” 

Workers and oppressed peo- 
ple here and around the world have 
good reasons to question the claims 
of the imperialists — and to sup- 
port the struggle of people in Belar- 
us to maintain their independence 
and keep their country from being 
turned into another weapon for U.S. 
imperialism. 


National strike marches on

May 27 — Jhon Erik Larrahondo, 
21, of Cali. Alison Meléndez, 17, of Po- 
payan. Camilo Arango, 19, of Tulua. 

These are but a few of more than 
60 victims confirmed dead of gov- 
ernment terrorism against protest- 
ers by the U.S.-armed and funded 
Colombian Armed Forces, police and 
death squads since the national up- 
rising against the regime of Presi- 
dent Ivan Duque began on April 28. 

Thousands have been arrested. 
Hundreds more have “disappeared” 
— and bodies have begun to turn up, 
washed up on the banks of rivers and 
buried in hastily-dug mass graves. 

Colombia is called the Israel of Lat- 
in America, and like its counterpart 
in West Asia, the country’s brutal 
capitalist rulers loyally serve their 
masters in Washington, D.C. Colom- 
bia is a member of the U.S.-domi- 
nated NATO military alliance — the 
only one in Latin America. 

The elite Mobile Anti-Riot Squad 
(ESMAD) of the Colombian National 
Police — established on the initia- 
tive of U.S. President Bill Clinton in 
1999 to repress leftist movements 
— is carrying out murders, police 
brutality, sexual assaults, and, in 
the style of its Israeli Defense Force 
trainers, has blinded numerous pro- 
testers with shots to the eyes. 

In Cali, the epicenter of state vi- 
olence, a warehouse owned by the 
Exito Supermarket chain stands re- 
vealed as a bloody torture center. 

“When human rights organiza- 
tions were finally able to enter to 
do oversight, they found pools of 
blood in the underground parking 
lots, blood even on electrical appli- 
ances in the warehouse, a nause- 
ating smell. And they were totally 
prevented from visiting one of the 
floors of the parking lot,” accord- 
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Colombia’s blood on U.S. hands: 


ing to reports compiled by Resumen 
Latinamericano. 

“For two days, live protesters 
were brought to this shopping cen- 
ter, families and the community 
denounced in anguish, shouts were 
heard, repressive forces and garbage 
trucks circulated incessantly.” As of 
May 23, more than 200 people have 
disappeared in Cali alone. 

In a statement demanding an end 
to the disappearances, the Legal and 
Humanitarian Team of the Inter- 
Church Justice and Peace Commission 
reported: “Since May 14, the first re- 
ports of the existence of mass graves 
were known in the rural area of the 
municipalities of Buga and Yumbo, 
where [the police] would take the bod- 
ies of many young people from Cali.” 

“Since the start of the strike, the 
Colombian State has kidnapped and 
disappeared more than 600 people,” 
Resumen reported. “Some of them 
have appeared floating in the Cauca 
River, others buried. In recent days 
the police have been increasing the 
practice of enforced disappearance, 
taking away protesters who then do 
not reappear.” 


Duque, assassin! 


President Duque and the media la- 
bel the protesters “terrorists,” even 
while his government draws out 
talks with some groups in the lead- 
ership of the national strike move- 
ment, including the National Un- 
employment Committee (CNP) and 
Central Union of Workers (CUT). 

Duque & Co. accuse Cuba and Ven- 
ezuela, the FARC-EP and ELN guer- 
rillas, even faraway Russia, of caus- 
ing the uprising — anything, anyone 
but their own greedy, repressive 
policies that have left 42.5 percent of 
the people in poverty and a quarter 
unable to eat three meals a day, ac- 
cording to Colombia Informa. 





The government decries protest 
roadblocks as an attack on human 
rights, even as its armed goons at- 
tack Indigenous groups working 
with protesters to ensure that food, 
fuel and medical assistance needed 
by the people can get through. 

Even as his government assassi- 
nated the blind guerrilla Command- 
er Jesus Santrich in neighboring 
Venezuela, in violation of interna- 
tional law, as a warning to those 
youth and workers who might move 
from rebellion to resistance, and 
take the path of social revolution. 

Even as his government carries 
out crimes against humanity like 
those of Chile’s dictator Augusto Pi- 
nochet, installed by the U.S. in 1973. 

According to Resumen, human- 
rights groups are advising protest- 
ers: “It is very important that de- 
tainees try to shout their names and 
Surnames and that people in the 
neighborhood film the events, to try 
to prevent those kidnapped by the 
police from being victims of the state 
crime of enforced disappearance.” 

And yet, amidst the terror, the 
people fight on. 


Victories won in the streets 


What began April 28 as a protest 
against the president’s proposed tax 
hike on the populace, despite wide- 
spread unemployment caused by the 
pandemic and the global capitalist 
crisis, has mushroomed in the past 
four weeks into a national uprising 
that has left no city, town or village 
in this diverse country untouched. 

The movement first forced the 
government to withdraw its “tax 
reform.” Then, on May 19, it forced 
Congress to vote down a plan to fur- 
ther privatize the health care sys- 
tem. Now the national strike move- 
ment demands the firing of Defense 
Minister Diego Molano, who com-

mands the National Police. 

A congressional debate on Mola- 
no’s removal was broken up by the 
police on May 25. 

Officials in Washington and Bo- 
gota are betting on exhausting the 
people with merciless repression. 
But so far the protesters show no 
signs of slowing down, only drawing 
more and more layers of the popu- 
lace into the streets. 

In a development paralleling last 
year’s Black Lives uprising in the US., 
a group Called the Front Line Mothers 
has taken to the streets of the capital 
with shields to defend youthful pro- 
testers from police attacks. 

Whatever happens next, it’s clear 
that anew generation of activists has 
taken the stage in Colombia. Many of 
them are not content with piecemeal 
reforms, but want to see Duque’s 
government — and those pulling the 
strings — toppled for good. 

They have seen their rulers’ be- 
trayal of the 2016 Havana Peace Ac- 
cords and subsequent slayings of 
hundreds of former guerrillas, ac- 
tivists and community leaders by 
right-wing death squads. They see 
clearly the bloody hand of U.S. im- 
perialism directing, arming and fi- 
nancing their oppressors. 

They are learning invaluable les- 
sons, and many of those who survive 
will bring fresh energy and hard- 
won experience to Colombia’s revo- 
lutionary struggle for national lib- 
eration and socialism. 


The assassination of Colombian revolutionary 


Jesus Santrich

When a respected revolutionary 
dies, the impact reverberates around 
the world. Or, as Chinese communist 
leader Mao Zedong said, “To die for 
the people is weightier than Mount 
Tai, but to work for the fascists and 
die for the exploiters and oppressors 
is lighter than a feather.” 

Commander Jestis Santrich, a 
communist and member of the Na- 
tional Directorate of the Revolution- 
ary Armed Forces of Colombia-Peo- 
ple’s Army (FARC-EP), Second 
Marquetalia, died for the people. 

Santrich was reportedly assassi- 
nated by a Colombian military squad 
on May 17. The killing took place on 
Venezuelan territory near the Co- 
lombian border. 

After murdering Santrich, the 
killers cut off his left pinkie fin- 
ger to verify his death (and collect 
a $1.5-million bounty placed on his 
head jointly by the Colombian and 
U.S. governments), then fled back 





into Colombian territory aboard a 
helicopter. 

The assassination, carried out on 
another country’s territory in bla- 
tant violation of international law, 
was reminiscent of a similar opera- 
tion in 2008, when Colombian troops 
killed FARC Commander Rati] Reyes 
in Ecuador. 

It came just four days after the 
Colombian Supreme Court ruled in 
favor of Santrich’s extradition to 
the United States. His fellow FARC 
Commander Simon Trinidad has 
been held incommunicado since his 
extradition to the U.S. at the end of 
2004. Political prisoner Trinidad is 
currently serving a 60-year sentence 
in a Colorado supermax prison. 

“The court carries out the orders 
of the gringos,” Santrich said in a 
statement released the day before 
his death. 

It’s no coincidence that the court 
ruling and assassination took place 
during Colombia’s unprecedent- 
ed month-long popular uprising 





against the right-wing regime of 
President Ivan Duque. It was meant 
as a warning to those fighting in the 
streets who might consider taking 
the movement to a higher level, from 
rebellion to sustained resistance. 
Such a high-level hit could not 
have taken place without the ap- 
proval and involvement of the Pen- 
tagon and the Biden administration. 
All are guilty of Santrich’s murder. 


A fighter for the people 


Jesus Santrich was one of the most 
renowned revolutionaries in Lat- 
in America, a popular and influen- 
tial spokesperson for revolution- 
ary Marxism and the path of armed 
struggle.

He was a leader of the Bolivarian 
Continental Movement (MCB), an 
alliance of revolutionary parties and 
movements in South America. 

An internationalist to the core, 
Santrich was usually seen wearing 
a keffiyeh as a symbol of solidari- 
ty with the Palestinian people. The 
Israeli apartheid regime plays a big 
role in training and steering Colom- 
bia’s repressive forces, as directed 
by the United States, and Santrich 
felt the connection with Palestine’s 
struggle deeply. 

Santrich was legally blind from a 
young age and walked with the aid 
of a cane. But his disability was no 
match for his revolutionary deter- 
mination. After joining the FARC in 
the early 1990s, he quickly proved 
himself a capable organizer and 
strategist, and gained the rank of 
commander. 

His closest friends and comrades, 
who called him Trichi, spoke of his

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humor, thirst for knowledge and 
wide-ranging interests. Santrich 
played the saxophone, composed 
poetry, and painted despite his visu- 
al impairment. 

He was also a prolific author. At 
the time of his death, Santrich was 
writing a series of articles on the 
relationship between Marxism and 
Bolivarianism, the national-libera- 
tion outlook uniting peoples across 
Latin America. 


U.S.-Colombia betray peace accords 


Santrich was a member of the 
team that negotiated the 2016 Hava- 
na Peace Accords between the gov- 
ernment of Colombia and the FARC- 
EP. While working for several years 
in Cuba on the peace agreement, 
Santrich met and befriended many 
visiting activists and revolutionaries 
from around the world. 

As the negotiations dragged on 
and pressure for a resolution grew, 
Santrich and fellow negotiator Ivan 
Marquez warned that the FARC 
should not agree to disarm before 
the Colombian regime met its obli- 
gations. However, they were over- 
ruled. 

When Santrich returned to Co- 
lombia, it quickly became apparent 
to him that Duque’s government and 
its Washington masters had no in- 


tention of honoring the Havana Ac- 
cords, using them only as an excuse 
to disarm and divide the guerrilla 
movement. 

Santrich himself, though guaran- 
teed a seat in Congress and legal im- 
munity under the agreement, was 
thrown into prison on false “drug 
trafficking” charges. He was held in 
torturous, life-threatening condi- 
tions. 

A mass movement fought for and 
won his release. But the threat of ex- 
trajudicial killing or extradition to 
the U.S. still loomed. 

Santrich went underground. In 
August 2019, Santrich, Marquez and 
others announced the formation of 
the FARC-EP, Second Marquetalia, 
an initiative to rebuild the revolu- 
tionary guerrilla movement follow- 
ing the betrayal of the peace agree- 
ment by Bogota and Washington. 

“Either a slow death in a maxi- 
mum security prison in some hot 
desert in the U.S., 30 meters under- 
ground, without any human rights, 
like his youthful friend, his fellow 
from Caribe Simon Trinidad, or shot 
down in a confrontation,” wrote Al- 
berto Pinzon Sanchez. 

“With this perspective ... he re- 
turned to arms — this time a little 
more ‘symbolically,’ in order to ac- 
company with his knowledge, ideas 
and far-seeing vision, a group of 
former comrades who shared with 


him the idea that it was better to die 
fighting counterinsurgent fascism 
than kneel before the perfidy and 
deceptions of the regime.” 


Death squads kill former guerrillas 


Between the signing of the Havana 
Accords in 2016 and April 2021, at 
least 271 former FARC guerrillas 
were murdered by right-wing death 
squads, along with hundreds of 
community activists, student lead- 
ers, trade unionists, journalists and 
representatives of the Indigenous 
and Afro-Colombian communities. 

Santrich had seen it before. 

As a student activist in the late 
1980s and early 1990s, young Seux- 
is Pausias participated in organiz- 
ing the Patriotic Union movement, 
an earlier attempt to transform the 
decades-long civil war and build a 
powerful social-justice alternative 
to the political parties dominated by 
Colombia’s oligarchy and U.S. impe- 
rialism. 

Then, too, the response of Colom- 
bia’s ruling class, big landlords and 
U.S. backers was to unleash death 
Squads to exterminate their political 
opponents. 
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In fact, Seuxis Pausias’s close 
friend, a fellow student leader, was 
one of those executed in 1991. He 
took the name of his slain friend — 
Jesus Santrich — in tribute, and left 
to join the guerrillas. 

“Was it necessary to execute a 
blind revolutionary militant?” asked 
Argentinian revolutionary Néstor 
Kohan. “Were the U.S. Pentagon, 
the Israeli Army and the Colombi- 
an Armed Forces so afraid of a blind 
person who walked with a cane? 

“Yes, they were afraid of him. 
And now that he’s dead ... they are 
going to be even more afraid, be- 
cause the unwavering example of 
this communist revolutionary will 
surely take on other dimensions, as 
happened in their time with Cami- 
lo Torres, Che Guevara and with so 
many other revolutionaries of Our 
America.” 

In his honor, the Bolivarian Conti- 
nental Movement has declared May 
17 the “International Day of Global 
Insurgence Against Decadent and 
Criminal Imperialism.”
